Bowden, one of the town’s most es­ 
teemed elderly citizens for the fol­ 
lowing information as to when the 
town first started and how it came to 
its present 
name. Along in the civil 
war days of the late sixties and early 
seventies what is now Greenwood was 
known as the H arts Creek Settlement, 
so named for an early settler by the 
name of H art who wats later killed 
by the Indians on the creek that now 
hears his name, somewhere near the 
present town. The first store in the 
old H arts Creek settlement was put 
in by Dr. Mi Caddell, an early prac­ 
ticing physician. The store carried a 
general line of merchandise, includ­ 
ing whiskey. The brand of whiskey 
sold in those days was noted for its 
extreme potency and was a brew cf 
hells-fire mixed with 
brimstone aud 
concentrated lye. The second store put 
in was that if the Goodruin brothers, 
W ilford and Litmus. This store also 
handled a dukes m ixture of goods, in­ 
cluding the old standby, whiskey, us 
did many other of the later stores 
till the coming of prohibition, which 
pm a stop to open selling and usher­ 
ed iii the “Blind-Kitty” age with old 
Poker Hollow* as the bootlegger's fa­ 
vorite hide-out.

nip of the cup that cheers (and lik**- 
wise damns?) and any church mem­ 
ber as well as deacon who did not

We are very much gratified a t the 
response to the suggestion for extend­ 
ing wild life conservation denionstra- 
t ions. 
Since we are having constant re­ 
quests for application blanks to set 
iq> demonstrations, a few observations 
are iii line. 
lead e r in a number of communities 
are cooperating with their neighbors 
to set. areas of I,(KID or more acres in 
a game preserve. 
They feel th at better results can bs 
secured in this way as there is some 
migration of wildlife in a given aren 
b e c a u se of food, water and cover. 
Each week orders are placed for 
game reserve dem onstratons’ signs to 
be displayed at intervals on the prop­ 
erty lines. 
We will soon be able to form a 
county-wide organization which 
will 
develop its own rules and regulations 
for its membership. 
The purpose of (his movement is 
to conserve' the present supply of wild 
life and to introduce more. Also, to 
protect the prevailing supply and in­ 
crease the supply sufficient to have 
a surplus for public use under super­ 
vision; 
to provide food, shelter and 
protection from dost mot iin by undesir­ 
able anim als such as stray cats, etc.

The purpose of these meetings is to 
get suggestions from the farm ers and 
farm women as to what the best use 
of the soil to secure the greatest re­ 
turns here in Wise county. 
We will 
seek the cooperation not 
only the people on the farms, but all 
other agencies having to do with ag­ 
riculture in the county. 
Si lux* every interest in the county 
is d im ity or indirectly related to the 
wise or unwise use of the soil, we con­ 
sider this one of the most fundamen­ 
tal movement so far initiated. 
There must he a reason for some 
farm ers succeeding as well as a rea­ 
son for many failing. 
It seems wise to hold up a pattern 
of those who succeed as a type for 
those less successful to follow. 
Some good must untirnately come 
from these suggestions and compari­ 
sons especially when arrived at by the 
farm ers and farm women themselves. 
This information will 
he welcom­ 
ed by the state and nation as a prac­ 
tical m easure on which to have ag­ 
ric id ural development. 
The farm ers have improvised a soil 
type map so th at these economic unit 
farm s may vary with the varying fer­ 
tility of the soil.

But Mameluke still remains as a 
side-arm of the sea soldiers, and is 
usi'd for parades or ceremonies or for 
formal military affairs. The fighting 
Mamelukes, after whom it was named, 
were prominent” in Egyptian military 
history for more than 500 year J 
Marine officers of) Revolutionary 
days apparently 
list'd any 
typo of 
sword they preferred, or could secure. 
It was not until 1804 that the Score 
tary of tho Navy issued orders for a 
“yellow-mounted sabre” to l>e carried 
by officers of the Corps. 
At the close of the w ar with the 
Barbary States early in the last cen­ 
tury. Lieutenant Presley N. O’Banion, 
of tilt* Marines, returned from the 
short's of Tripoli w ith a 
handsome 
sword of the 
Mameluke 
type. 
The 
state of Virginia presented him with 
a sim ilar blade. Many believe that 
O’Banion’s heroic exploits helped to 
liiakc tin* sword popular in tin* Corps.
